HOETTL stated thiuP^t he uuiy pe rsons engaged in intelligence whom he 
discussed with POHO-ER or PONGEES associates vere as follov/s: 

Vilhelm KRIECHBAUN - HOETTL stated that XMECKBAUK was a mutual 
acquaintance of PONGEE and HOETTL at Nuernberg where KMECHBAUK in his capacity 
as former chief of the Secret Eield Police was a v/itness. In meetings with 
ERIECKBAUli , HOETTL claims that PONGER took the initiative in discussing 

Zipper, and that PONGEE learned of KRIECHBAUM(b association with Zipper from 

someone other than HOETTL, HOETTL did not believe that KRIECKK&IM v v&s* 
agent, but, characteristically for HOETTL, indicated thd a good deal of 
suspicion should be attached to JEIECHBAUH.
